$150,000 1S DUE 


Funds Reported Avail- 
able for Demands Today 
But Drain Will Send 
Staté Cash to Low Level 


Governor Talmadge and his cash- 
conserving dictatorship face their first 
big pay day today when more than 
$1,500,000, representing the balances 
due on 1936 highway certificates, be- 
comes due. It is understood that the 
money is in the treasury to meet the 
payments but that when the $1,500,- 
000 is paid out the supply of cash will 
be lower than it has been since the 
Governor assumed complete charge of 
the state government. 

Originally $2,600,000 was to be 
paid today but the Governor and ‘his 
highway board associates already have 
paid out more than $1,000,000, the 
payments having been made to coun- 
ties which made application. 

Just how much the Governor has 
on hand and will have left when the 
$1,500,000 is paid out remained a 
mystery yesterday.

| Weird T ale of Secret Prison Feud 


Is Expected as Murder Trial Opens 


Federal Jury Will Hear Attempts To Penetrate Under- 
world “Code of Honor’ in Case Against Flanagan 
for Fatal Stabbing of Smith. 


By LAMAR Q. BALL. 4 


*Most difficult of all barriers to 
scale or to penetrate—that wall of 
stubborn silence or artful evasion that 
is the prisoner’s code of honor—is 
the problem that faces a jury in fed- 
eral court this week. 

A murder in the Atlanta peniten- 
tiary is before the court. Wighteen 
prisoners are to be produced as wit- 
nesses. Each knows that the least 
he says the better it will be for him. 
Prisoners have methods of disciplining 
one another and these methods are 
swift and certain. 

It is the second murder within the 
walls of the penitentiary since the 
government built the “big house’ out 
on McDonough boulevard in 1902. It 
is the first murder in which one pris- 
oner slew another. The other—in 1917 
—was when Dimiter Popoff, a prison- 
er, wielded a huge iron bar to bash 
in the head of Dr. J. R. Brock, a 
deputy warden. 

Stabbed to Death. 

In this murder last September, 
Homer Flanagan, a slick-haired auto- 
mobile thief from Houston, Texas, al- 
legedly stabbed Russell Smith, a liquor 
law violator from West Virginia. 


Pwhen Smith suddenly staggered aside 
gripping his stomach. He had a pain, 
he told the guard. He was rushed 
to the prison hospital. There it was 
found that he had been stabbed in 
the diaphragm, but the weapon’s hole 
was so small that doctors did not see 
that the diaphragm had been penetrat- 
ed. Smith adhered to the prisoner’s 
code. He said nothing. Nine days 
later he was dead. 

The investigation commenced and 
out of the maze of evidence and tes- 
timony, denials and contradictions 
came the definite accusation against 
Flanagan. Smith’s death was. an in- 
cident in a feud within the prison. 
Flanagan’s neck today is grim evi- 
dence of that feud. The right side 
of his neck bears a hideous scar, 
stretching from windpipe to vertebrae 
and the fact that he is alive today 
is a testimony to the efficiency of fed- 
eral penitentiary surgeons. 

Early one night, during a chess 
game, the lights went out. When 
they were switched on, Flanagan's 


neck was cut and he was stretched on 
the floor while blood poured from a 
wound that was an inch and a half 
to two inches deep. His recovery was

HOUSE BODY ASKS 
LARGER AIR FORCE 


American. Flying Corps 
“Described by’ Board as 
‘Impotent; ‘Inadequate.’ 


WASHINGTON, March 24.—(4)— 
The building up of a fleet of 4,000 
military airplanes was unanimously 
recommended to congress today in a 


report by the house military commit-, 


tee, describing equipment of the army 
air corps as “impotent” and “inade- 
quate.” 

Chairman Rogers, democrat, New 
Hampshire, of the military aviation 
subcommittee, declared in the report, 
“Our nation is no longer protected 
from air attacks because of the wide 


extent of the Atlantic and Pacific 
oceans and we must govern ourselves 
accordingly. ... 

“The first and most potent reason 
for the early enactment of this bill to 
increase our army air force to a fig- 
ure not exceeding 4,000 planes is the 
fact it is mecessary for adequate na- 
tiomal defense. . .. 

“All great nations now have huge 
airplane carriers which are in fact 
floating landing fields to enable them 
to carry aerial warfare to enemy 
shores,” 

Defense Said Important. 

The report continued that while 
congress has authorized an increase of 
naval aircraft from 1,000 to 2,190, 
the army authorization stands at only 
1,800 planes. The number and type 
of planes in the nation’s insular pos- 
sessions was said by the report to 
make “air defense of these possessions 
already impotent.” 

Testimony of Assistant Secretary of 
War Woodring before an appropria- 
tions subcommittee was quoted, in 
which he presented figures indicating 
that allowing for washouts, deliveries 
and other considerations, the army air 
corps will have approximately 777 air- 
planes on July 1, 1936. 

“We are reliably informed,’ said 
the report, “that foreign nations have 
from 5,000 to 10,000 planes ready for 
military purposes. As to the utter 
inadequacy of America’s air force we 
need but recall the testimony of Gen- 
eral Oscar Westover, chief of the army 
air corps, before the appropriations 
committee in December, 1935.” 

Obsolete Planes. 

Westover told the group that on 
June 30, 1987, the army would have 
an estimated 779 airplanes, “with 
about 529 planes classed as obsolete

TOBACCO REDUCTION 
S SOUGHT IN STATE 


Voluntary Cut to 60,000,000 
Pounds Is Being Urged 
Upon Growers. 


STATESBORO, Ga., March 24.— 
(P\—Voluntary control of Georgia’s 
1936 tobacco production was being 
sought throughout the state today as 
efforts were made to get two-thirds 
of the growers to sign production con- 
trol agreements. 

Under the proposed plan, Georgia’s 
production would be limited to 60,- 
000,000 pounds, equivalent to a 25 
per cent cut from base production. 

Growing conditions at the present 
time were described as favorable with 
an abeence of serious damage from 
blue mold, a plant disease which cut 
the state’s tobacco crop in 1932 down 
to 11,000,000 pounds. 

The agreement, which some 400 
Bulloch county farmers signed here 
during the past week, has no direct 
connection with the federal soil con- 
servation program. It provides indi- 
rect benefits to the growers through 
anticipated higher prices or maintain- 
ed prices for their tobacco. 

Unless similar agreements are 
adopted in North Carolina, South Car- 


olina and Virginia, the plan will not 
become effective. County agents afe 
aiding in submitting the plan to grow- 
ers but agreements’ will be with a 
corporation organized for the purpose, 
‘and not with the federal government.

|. WASHINGTON, March 24.—(4)—

The Agriculture Departmeent re- 
ported tobacco growers planned to 
increase acreage 10 per cent. 

“While this does not necessarily im- 
ply an equivalent increase in pro- 
duction, it does signify the crop to 
be produced will exceed normal re- 
quirements,” the department said. 

“The effect of excessive production 
in 1935 is to replenish not only for- 
eign but domestic stocks and the sit- 
uation seems to cgll for a decrease 
in acreage in 1936 instead of an in- 
crease.” 

The prospect of increased acreage, 
the report said, was noted particular- 
ly in flue-cured areas, the production 
of which in 1935 exceeded expecta- 
tions and turned out to be the second 
largest crop ever produced.

COLLECTION IS SEEN 
ON “WINDFALL” TAXES 
By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 

WASHINGTON, March 24.—The 
first draft of the administration’s new 
tax program which is expected to be 
reported by a subcommittee of the 
house ways and means committee 
either tomorrow or Thursday, will 
positively contain a plan to collect a 
so-called “windfall’’ tax, it was 
learned here today from Representa- 
tive Hill, of Washington, chairman of 
the subcommittee. 

This plan so far as it has been de- 
veloped in committee, wonld impose a 
tax of 90 per cent on the income of 
any textile mill or other processor 
that resulted from the return of 
money which had been impounded or 
withheld by the processors, delinquent 
in their payments. 

Where a mill had refunded the 
amount of taxes due to cpstomers, 
however, it is assumed it would have 
no such income and would not now 
be subject to the windfall tax. At the 
same time, it is expected in this event 
that the customer would have _ to 
make the payment to the treasury. 

Tentative Form. 

While the plan is still in ver 
tentative form, administration lead- 
ers expect to garner from it approxi- 
mately $100,000,000. Possibilities of 
the new tax being held unconstitu- 
tional by the United States supreme 
court already have been presented to 
the committee and there are prospects 
it will be contested in the courts if 
adopted by the congress. 

As one committee member explained, 
it is anticipated that mills will be 
slaw to make returns to the govern- 
ment because of the possibility of the 
supreme court again finding against 
Uncle Sam.

thousands from their homes. 

Some fearful residents of Fayette 
City, swept by the flood up on the 
Monongahela in Fayette county last 
week, evacuated their homes tonight. 

At Morgantown, W. Va., the Mo- 
nongahela rose to within inches of 
the flood stage of last week when high 
waters poured down on Pittsburgh. 

Below the Tygarts valley reservoir 
under construction as a part of an 
Ohio watershed flood control program, 
the Tygart boiled out of its banks, 
blocking roads and flooding Fetter- 
man, a suburb of Grafton, W. Va. 

The Pymatuning dam near Green- 
ville, Pa., overflowed sending a steady 


‘stream of water into the Shenango 


river and flooding low sections. River 
observers there said a bottle néck will 
prevent threats of a serious flood be- 
fore the Shenango empties into the 
Beaver river. 


GRADUAL RISE SHOWN

NEW YORK, March 24.—()— 
Dazed and weeping, a comely stenogra- 
pher today heard the beginning of tes- 
timony designed to send her to the 
electric chair because she ended an 
illicit office romance with bullets. 

Several times the 31-year-old col-

Milton Halprin, assistant medical 
examiner, testified that Dr. Gebhardt 
was kilied by four bullets, fired into 
his body at close range. 

Describes Finding Body. 

Before he took the stand, Assist- 
ant District Attorney Miles O’Brien 
described the finding of Dr. Gebhardt’s 
body, clad in a nightgown, in the 
bedroom of his expensive East Side 
tower apartment last November 12. 
He told how Miss Stretz was arrested, 
revolver in bag, on a fire escape of 
the building shortly afterward. 

“And,” he said, and gestured to- 
ward the sobbing stenographer, “we 
have from the defendant’s own lips 
the statement that she shot Gebhardt.”

THE PLIGHT OF THE ADDICTS 


There is.no class of unfortunates, 


whose plight is as hopeless, nor for 
whom society does as little, as the 
men and women who are drug ad- 
dicts. 

The evidence, and the pitiful wit- 
nesses, in the drug trials now being 
heard in the federal court in Atlanta 
paint a picture of human misery 
and helplessness that arouses a 
chord of sympathy in every heart. 

The fate of the men and women 
who have come under the control 
of the dope habit is one of suf- 
fering and degradation from which 
but little hope of rescue can be 
entertained. 

The public has a vague idea that 
the drug habit is one of the serious 
social problems, but there is little 
general knowledge of its wide rami- 
fications through every class of so- 
ciety; of the tragic toll it is taking 
in wrecked manhood and woman- 
hood, and of the threat of the traffic 
in illegal drugs to every home in 
the country. 

The tragic wreckage left behind 
when addiction enters a home is 
revealed in the history of one of 
the cases appearing recently before 
the federal court. This man, or 
wraith of a man who had once 
been strong and healthy, came be- 
fore the court, unkempt and in 
rags, begging that he be sentenced 
to jail immediately that he might 
be cured of the habit—despite the 
fact that the “cold turkey’ cure 


practiced in the jails means days | 


and weeks of 
agony. 

This man’s father was once a re- 
spected physician in a Georgia com- 
munity. Now he is a victim of the 
drug habit, as is his aged wife, his 
son and his daughter-in-law, all liv- 
ing in a hovel unfit for human 
habitation. 

These addicts, gradually dying of 
disease, drugs and Starvation, re- 
sorted to drugs to ease the pain of 
disease and not through any desire 
nor intent to become regular users. 

Such is the history of practically 
all addicts, and yet society makes 
no provision for their care and cure.

CHINA’S NEW CONSTITUTION 

The world will watch with in- 
terest the second stage in the evo- 
lution of China from an absolute 
monarchy to a democratic state, 
which will be ushered in on May 6 
of this year when a new permanent 
constitution will be promulgated. 

The late Dr. Sun Yat Sen, father 
of the revolution that brought about

might be given at least an idea of 
what self-government means.

inces and not by popular vote. The 
real ruling power has been the na- 
tional council of the party, with 
Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek as 
the dominating figure, first as pres- 
ident and since as the ruler behind 
the scenes. 

More than 90 per cent of the 
400,000,000 inhabitants of China 
can neither read nor write. The 
only allegiance they have 
known during the 4,000 years of 
existence of the country has been 
to the family and the village. The 
heads of the families were the heads 
of the village governments and they 
gave allegiance to constantly chang- 
ing war lords. The war lords, in 
turn, recognized and supported the 
imperial government in Pekin, 
which paid little or no attention to 
the question of local government so 
long as the revenues from the war 


lords came in regularly.

terrible menace to the liberty of the 
United States. This may sound high- 
powered, but I have been seeing some 
grim demonstrations of the condition 
which we narrowly escaped. It is 
alarming to realize that a majority of 
the people of Louisiana regarded 
Huey as their friend and were not 
only willing but é¢ager to sign over 
their citizenship to him. 

That was not so shocking when it 
happened in Italy, Germany and Aus- 
tria, because those people had always 
lived under the authority of kings and 
armies, and, anyway, they are foreign- 
ers. But the citizenship of the Amer- 
ican was supposed to be a ssion 
worth fighting for. Huey himself de- 
nied that he had dictatorial ambi- 
tions, insisting, on the contrary, that 
he was the protector of the common 
man, and I do not deny that he liked 
poor people better than businessmen 
and the rich, although he hated poor 
people who opposed him. 

But Mussolini and Hitler both say 
the same thing, and, like Huey, they 
proceed on the theory that the com- 
mon man is too dumb to know what 
is best for him. 

I have mentioned a third dictator- 
ship, and 1 might as well say that it 
really does not figure in the piece. 
That is the Austrian dictatorship of 
young Prince Starhemberg. It doesn’t 
amount to anything, for he is just a 
hard-drinking young nobleman who 
puts in much of his time lushing and 
dancing in the bars and night clubs 
of Vienna and has neither serious in- 
tentions nor any idea what it is all 
about.

In Germany the brown shirts have 
now been superseded by the army and 
have lost most of their old power, but 
they were a bad lot when they were 
running wild. They could drag a 
man out of his bed at night and put 
him away in a concentration camp 
with the merest pretense of a trial, 
and often when a brown shirt hap- 
pened to owe money to the prisoner 
the accused was executed for treason 
or shot down while attempting to es- 
cape. 


It was the same in Italy 
in the early years of fas- 
cism, and it would have 
been the same in our 
country under Huey Long if he had 
lived and enjoyed a few more of the 
political breaks which. were bringing 
him along so alarmingly up to the 
day of his death. 1 don’t believe we 
would have enjoyed that. 

Another characteristic which Huey 
shared with Il Duce and Der Fuehrer 
was his cruelty toward people who 
wouldn’t quit to him. He enjoyed see- 
ing unarmed men beaten by his armed 
guards. He enjoyed feeling that a 
machine gun was mounted at his hotel 
in Baton Rouge, ready to pour it into 
anyone who opposed him, and if he 
had lived to develop his dictatorship 
he would not have hesitated to fire 
on the common man. 


For Huey had the heart and soul 
of a demagogue and dictator, and his 
closest associates in the development 
of his power were men of the same 
brutal type as Goebbels, Streicher, 
Roehm and the rest of Hitler's handy 
men. | 

Huey used to boast of the miles of 
ne roads and the bridges which he 

ad built and of the grandeur of his 
state capitol and the buildings -of-the 
state university, but Mussolini and 
Hitler also boast of their roads and 
bridges and their railroad stations 
and model tenements. But the state 
capitol of Louisiana had ceased to be 
a legislature, and the university, like 
Heidelberg and Munich, was no longer 
free.

Probably his method was instruc- 
tive rather than studied, but he was 
following exactly the system that had 
made slaves of the Italians and Ger- 
mans. It is no laughing matter that 
such a man with such a plan was hell 
bent for national power when mere 
chance cut him down.

HEALTH TALKS 


BY DR. WILLIAM BRADY 


A press dispatch recently described 
an atrocity perpetrated upon striking 
relief workers by “county officers.” 
Fifty strikers were encamped in the 
county courghouse. A li-year-old girl 
among them’ “was discovered to have 
diphtheria.” So “fumigation had been 
ordered,” and while deputy sheriffs 
stood guard with tear guns to prevent 
removal of the fumigation candles the 
strikers who refused to leave the 
building (about one-+third of the num- 
ber) coughed and choked in the acrid 
fumes, their heads bound with damp 
clothes and the men, women and 
children flattened on the floor. Cries 
of the children were audible to the 
ring of officers and spectators out- 
side. 

Must have been as amusing to the 
spectators as a lynching or a train 
wreck or other casualty where the 
alert and eager Yankee bystander has 
a chance to see torture inflicted. 

The newspaper story does not say 
who ordered the fumigation. Pesum- 
ably the local health authorities. If 
so, it woulc be poetic justice to treat 
those health authorities to a good 
dose of their own medicine. I'd like 
to touch off a candle or two for them 
to cough and choke on, just as an 
object lesson for the pub&c. 

There is no justification for such 
fumigation of a room or building 
wherein a case of diphtheria or any 
other contagious or infectious disease 
has been found. Only where the 
health authorities are ignorant, super- 
stitious or crooked is ‘the rite of fu- 
migation of premises after contagious 
or infectious disease still practiced. As 
a sanitary or public health measure 
fumigation has been proved useless 
and abandoned by all competent 
health authorities. It is now employed 
only for the destruction of rats and 
other vermin. 

A bootlicking little country village 

politician who manages to get ap- 
pointed health officer likes the sense 
of importance it gives him to go 
around and raise horrendous stinks on 
the premises after illnesses which still 
frighten the peasants. 
People who have advanced beyond 
the third grade at school ought to be 
able to comprehend the simple facts, 
first, that diease germs do not survive 
many minutes in the air or light, and 
must be quickly transferred from per- 
son to person in one way or another 
in order to produce the disease in the 
second person. No amount of steriliz- 
ing or disinfecting of the walls, floors 
or furniture or articles in thé sickroom 
or the house where a person has been 
ill of infectious disease can prevent 
spread of the disease. Of course no 
antiseptic, disinfectant or’ germicide 
which is not dangerously poisonous or 
fatal to human beings will destroy dis- 
ease germs in the body of a living 
person. Therefore the crime of these 
“officers” is a revolting one and if 
there is still a sense of decency in 
that corner of the country the nazis 
involved in it will be punished for 
their offense

Goebbels said it was the people's 
will that the occupation of the Rhine- 
land must “remain unaltered.” 

Hitler opened with his usual ref- 
erence to his 14-year-long struggle to- 
ward power. Now that that power has 
been achieved, he said proudly, “I do 
not hide myself from people—they can 
follow my every move.’ 

“It grieves me that I have had to 
hurt many in carrying out my pro- 
gram in the past three years, but if 
I had not done it we doubtless would 
have 12,000,000 unemployed by now,”

FIVE PERSONS KILLED 
DURING SPRING STORMS 


Georgia Youth Injured, Thun- 
dershowers Reported Gen- 
eral Over State.

Spring storms, which whisked out 
of the west leaving four dead in Mis- 
souri, broke over the south in spo- 
radic outbursts that killed one person 
and caused injury of a dozen or more 
others yesterday. 

At Memphis, Tenn., Cayce B. Shel- 
ton, of Dallas, Texas, was crushed 


to death as he slept when a brick 
chimney, struck by lightning, crashed 
through the roof of his hotel. Four 
others were hurt. 

A dust storm borne from the west 
on a 34-mile-an-hour wind followed 
the rainstorm. Roofs, windows and 
trees suffered from the blast which 
also was felt in north Mississippi. 

Heavy rains, followed by dust 
clouds, swept over southwest Arkan- 
sas. Damage in a five-mile area 
around Stuttgart was estimated at 
$20,000. A rice mill was unroofed 
by strong winds and four negroes 
were hurt near Altheimer when their 
cabin was blown over. 


Tornadic winds unroofed two dwell- 
ings near Shreveport, La.. Westward 
in Texas. heavy hail damaged prop- 
erty and crops in the Tyler section. 

Light thundershowers were general 
throughout Georgia with slight dam- 
age reported in some sections.

Department of Agriculture declared 
hete today. 

Coincident with the department’s 
announcement the senate gave its fi- 
nal approval to the agricultural sup- 
ply bill which carries an appropriation 
of $460,000 for a continuation of the 
screw worm eradication work under- 
taken last year.

ate appropriations body, piloted the 
supply bill through the chamber, ex- 
plained that Georgia will be allo- 
cated some $100,000 of the fund, or 
approximately the same amount as 
expended in the state last year. 

he funds, he said, will be imme- 
diately available and will be spent 
throughout the southeastern states 
where screw worn ravages have been 


reported. 
Dr. F. W. Bishop, chief of the 


bureau of entomology and plant quar- 
antine, said. most of Georgia and 
many sections of Mississippi, Louisi- 
ana and Alabama are certain to bene- 
fit by the severe unseasonable weather 
which brought such low temperamres 
to the’ region. The cold weather 
brought destruction to the livestock 
insect pest, he said, greatly reducing 
its numbers through freezing of hi- 
bernating areas. 

Nevertheless the department  offi- 
cials added, some flies remain active 
and some animals were infested all 
winter, notably in southern Florida 
and in “a few scattered areas in 
Georgia.” 

In the southeast the screw worm 
was at its lowest ebb during the mid- 
die of February. Since then there 
has been an increase in the number 
of infestations. Also, in southwest- 
ern Texds the flies made their spring 
appearance. As the weather becomes 
warmer, the pest will multiply and 
spread. Unless stockmen apply. ef- 
fective preventive measures it prom- 
ises to become a_ serious problem 
again in the southern: part of its 
range and to: invade the northern

Saleable articles, including parts for 
automobiles, will be turned out and 
the unit will be self-supporting, Ford 
revealed today in an exclusive inter- 
view outlining his project. 

“Raise something — look to the 
land,” he said, emphasizing the real 
answer to unemployment is to shorten 
working hours and let every worker 
spend a portion of his time tilling 
the soil. Such a combination, he said, 
would would assure independence to 
le Yagy and enable them to so pro- 
vide for themselves as to meet eco- 
nomic depressione without suffering. 

Foundations already have n 
placed and the first buildings will be 
ready for use next September, per- 
mitting boys and girls to enroll for 
classes as an integtal part of their 
school training, Ford said. 

School authorities will co-operate, 
and give students credit for their 
work at the project. , 

Ford said it was his purpose to 
give. the children an opportunity to 
use their heads, to learn to produce 
something useful.

_ Officers threw a fresh guard of po- 
lice radio cars into the terrorized sec- 
tion last night in anticipation of more 
attacks, as citizens stayed indoors, 
lest they become targets for the de- 
inented man’s fire. 

_ Detectives J, J. Chester and Leo 
Nahlik patrolled the sector all yester- 
day on foot, while crack marksmen 
in radio cars stood by with orders to 
“shoot to kill on sight.” 

The shooting of Reading Monday 
night came as the third “strike” by 
the mad marksman. Last week he 
shot and killed Leddus Arnold, 23- 
year-old negro, and previously had 
wounded a negro woman. 

Officers said yesterday “the Preach- 
er’ was apparently a normal boy who 
had suddenly gone mad with a killer 
mania.

Richberg, prominently identified 


with the Roosevelt administration as 
counsel and later administrator of the 


industrial recovery act and chairman 
of the national emergency council, 
spoke over the radio (NBC-WEAF 
network). 
“There is no conflict between the 
New Deal and the constitution,” said 
the advance copy of his speech. ! 
“If it be an assault upon the con- 


stitution to advocate a debatable law, 
then every notable politician and every 
eminent lawyer . « . and every dis- 
tinguished judge who has served upon 
the federal bench, has been guilty of 
more than one such assault upon the 
constitution.” ‘ 
Washington Attacked. 

Richberg said Washington, and lat- 
er Lincoln, were attacked by enemies 
who called them destroyers of the con- 
stitution. These attacks, he said, “are 
being duplicated today . . . upon the 
President who has carried the govern- 
ment, the constitution and the gen- 
eral welfare safely through the dark- 
ness, confusion and misery of an un- 
paralleled depression into the dawn- 
ing of a new and happier day.” 

“But in their final judgment, after 
temporary political passions have sub- 
sided, the American people have never 
condemned a political leader for un- 
dertaking first to improve conditions 
by new laws which he believed to be 
constitutional, before advocating an 
amendment to the constitution,’ he 
added. 

Richberg said that after the first 
two years of the present administra- 
tion, restored confidence in their in- 
dependent ability made people “re- 
sentful of the obligations of being a 
prother’s keeper.” 

“Lawless Zone” Wanted. 

“More and more they became con- 
vinced that their self-advancement was 
being hampered by governmental re- 
straints, and taxation, and interfer- 
ence with the free working of a com- 
petitive system.” 

He said “more fortunate” citizens 
“did not learn that our democratic 
government must underwrite the con- 
stitutional guarantees of individual 
freedom with the fundamental guar- 
antee of an opportunity to earn 4a 
living.” 

By denying to states any interfer- 
ence with interstate commerce and 
then resisting federal incursions into 
that field on the ground that such a 
move perils state’s rights, Richberg 
said, “obstructionists” seek to “create 
a zone of lawlessness—an area of an- 
archy—. . while they reap tempo- 
rary profits at the expense of the 
common good.”

Blind obedience is repugnant to 
our spirit of Americanism, but it is 
the only road to follow in many 
hands at contract bridge. * This is 
particularly true when one defender 
is in a position to determine the best 
line of defense, whereas the other 
can only guess. An elaborate and ex- 
ressive system of bids and plays has 
Seam evolved from this fundamental 
truth. Signal cards form one of the 
devices, leads another. And there is 
a special class of bids designed solely 
to influence the play of the cards, 
rather than pointing to the proper 
contract. Certain cue bids have this 
function, and certain penalty doubles. 
Today's hands is an illustration of the 
lead-directing double, and how the 
defenders met disaster because the 
opening leader refused to be guided.

But he never could get 
West on lead for another play 
thtough dummy’s diamond queen and 
when, after South led to the spade 
ace, a club was led from dummy, he 
was forced to concede the diamond 
queen for the declarer’s ninth. trick. 

A.reasonably experienced and not 
stubborn West could have saved the 
situation on his opening bid: Bast’s 
double suggested a lead through 
dummy’s only bid suit, unless West 
had a strong leadable suit of his 
own. Had East held the necessary 
high spades to make that opening a 
good one, he would have had a one 
spade overcall to the opening dia- 
mond bid. And, finally, East hardly 
could have a double without: two stop- 
pers in North’s twice rebid suit.

Despite’ the lack of a state appro- 
priation bill, Fulton county has suc- 
ceeded in borrowing $2,050,000 from 
four Atlanta banks at the lowest in- 
terest rate in years, Dr. Charles R, 
Adams, chairman of the county com- 
mission, announced yesterday. 

Difficulties caused by the absence 
of a state appropriation act on which 
to base county levies were ironed out 


‘during the past week at conferences 


of the five county commissioners and 
banking officials. 

Dr. Adams said the four clearing 
house banks have agreed to lend Ful- 
ton county the largest amount of mon- 
ey it has borrowed in several years 
at a new low interest rate of 1 and 
1-2 per cent, as compared with 2 per 
cent charged the county last year. — 

It was said lawyers representing 
the banks were of the opinion that 
a doubt exists as to whether the 
county can legally borrow on its tax 
levies when there is no state appro- 
priation act. However, it was under- 
stood the county loan will be carried 
by -the four banks as “casual defi- 
ciengies” until the legality question 
is finally settled. 

Heretofore, Fulton has made its fi- 
nancial arrangements each year with 
the Trust Company of Georgia, but 
the existing circumstances caused a 
change in the procedure. The 1936 
loan will assumed by the First 
National, the Citizens & Southern and 
the Fulton National Bank as well. 

The largest part of the annual loan 
is borrowed for operating expenses 
while the remainder cares for salary 
warrants, which bring a higher rate 
of interest. Banks this year are 
charging the county 3 per cent on 
salary warrants as compared with 4 
per cent interest in 1935. 

Fulton borrowed $1,960,000 in 1935, 
which was repaid out of incoming tax 
revenue in the fall and winter. The 
1936 loan will be retired in the same 
manner. 

Fulton commissioners met in ex- 
ecutive session yesterday to approve 
the arrangements.

Palatial Liner Queen Mary Sails 
Down to the Sea on Test Voyage 


GREENOCK, Scotland, March,24. 
(?)—Great Britain’s Gargantuan su- 
per-liner, the Queen Mary, lay at an- 
chor in the sea tonight off Bourock 
after her first voyage—a ticklish pas- 
sage down the Clyde river on whose 
bed the ship twice was stranded. 

Sighteers estimated at 1,000,000 per- 
sons thronged the Clydebank to watch 
and cheer the great vessel of 80,773 
gross tons as she slowly traveled the 
15 miles of tortuous, bending river to 
the sea. She is Britain’s hope to take 
the North Atlantic’s blue ribbon for 
speed from the French liner, Norman- 
die. 

The giant was within a few hun- 
dred yards from the Glasgow ship- 
yards, where she was built, when the 
wind caught the great bulk and sent 
it straddimg obliquely across the riv- 
er. She was freed in 20 minutes by 
the tugs towing her, but five minutes 
later was again grounded, this time 
for eight minutes. 

It took more than two hours for the 
trip, but authorities said the damage, 
if any, was negligible. 

After the ship was safely anchored 
at sea, an oil tanker immediately 
rushed out and began pumping 2,000 
tons of oil into the liner for her voy- 
age to Southampton tomorrow night 
to begin her trial runs. 

While the huge turbines are tested‘ 
and the liner’s speed established on 
the trials, the final fitting-out of the
